One hundred thoustid “ udintasion 
tickets had been printed, and they were sorry 
that they could not make the admission 
charges less than they had fixed. They 
would have to pay 4d. on every 2s. ticket, 
and ós... 4d. on every 25s. ticket for the 
grand stand. 

They had tried to get the stand erected 
by Irish labour, but the Irish firms’ prices 
were so much in excess of others that, as 
the promoters were dealing with the danger 
of having to call upon the guarantors, t ey 
did not feel entitled to accept any but the 
lowest tender. | 

WHAT CROWDS WILL SEE. 

Having described the course as an ideal 
one, Mr. White went on to say that the 
cars would go round about seventy times, 
and the races would begin at 1.30 and finish 
at about 6 o'clock, ~ Elaborate arrangements 
had been made to meet all emergencies, and 
the St. John Ambulance Brigade would be 
in attendance.

WOMEN’S CONGRESS IN 
BERLIN. 


SPLENDID ATTENDANCE. 


The Berlin Congress of the International 
Alliance of: Women has so far been a brilliant 
success. The attendance of the delegates has 
formed a record, France sending a full delega- 
tion, and visitors in addition, and even India 
has four representatives. 

The social functions have been of a very 
brilliant character, one of the outstanding 
events being a reception by the Chancellor of 
the Reich, held in a honse that was once the 
Berlin home of the Iror Chancellor. Many 
representatives of Great Britain and of the 
Dominions were present at the reception given 
by the British Ambassador. A gala perform- 
ance at the Opera, arranged by the 
Government of the Reich in compliment to 
the Congress, brought out every delegate. 
Different members of the Reich gave garden 
parties in the beantiful Zoological Gardens, 
and many private functions took place in the 
houses of leading Berlin ladies and dis- 
tinguished women members of the Reichsfag. 

Among public meetings that have so far 
been held, perhaps the most oftstanding was 
one which was addressed hy women members 
of parliament from ali over the world, on 
the result of women suffrage. One of the 
speakers was tho first woman Cabinet 
Minister, Miss Bondfield, Great, Britain. The 
meeting wes held in the Reichstag, and Mrs. 
Corbett Ashby, as President of thé Alliance, 
occupied the chair, in which many a President 
oi the Reichstag has sat. Senator Mrs. Wyse 
Power, leader of the Irish delegation, spoke 
on the social legislation carried through in 
the Oireachtas and the Parliament of 
Northern Ireland. é 

The great hall of the Reichstag was so 
crowded that an overflow meeting was held. 
This was also the case in connection with the 
meeting to advocate international support for 
women police. The Press of the different 
countries reflect the interest with which the 
proceedings of the congress are followed.

WOMAN ON TRIAL IN DUBLIN. 


_ (BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE. 

Nora Cronin, Gurteen, Inniscarra, County 
Cork, was indicted for the murder of her 
unnamed male child at Gurteen. On a second 
count she was charged with concealing the 
birth of another child of which she was 
alleged to be the: mother. 

Mr. Cecil Lavery, K.C. (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor), prosecuted; Mr. J. J. 
Kavanagh (instructed by Messrs. Wynne and 
W#nne) defended. 

Mr. Lavery said that evidence would be 
Ean to prove that one of the children had 

een born alive and had met its death by 
strangulation. 

INSPECTOR'S EVIDENOE. 

Inspector Jeremiah O'Sullivan said that he 
had visited accused at the labourer’s cottage 
where she lived, and had ‘told her of infor- 
mation which he had received: He asked her 
what she had done with the children nd if 
they were born alive. The accused told him 
that the children were born dead and that 
she would show him where they were buried. 
She then showed him where. one of the 
children was buried under a tree. With the 
aid of another Guard, the witness later du 
= the spot indicated, and found a piece o 
old sacking and some bones. . The accused 
was then arrested and brought to the station. 

THE SECOND BODY. 

Sergeant Scanlon gave ' evidence of the 
wore g of the body of the second child 
buried under the earthen floor in a shed by 
the cottage where the accused lived. 

Mr. Kavanagh cross-examined the sergeant 
in regard to what had happened at the 
station following the arrest of the accused. 
The sergeant stated that, acting on instruc- 
tions from the Inspector, he went into the day- 
room, where accused was. He did not ask 
the girl if anybody else was wconcerned in 
the matter. At that time the girl*had been 
under arrest for about twenty-four hours. 

Re-examined by Mr. Lavery, the sergeant 
said that he had been present when the 
pepector cautioned the accused and said: 
‘What we are concerned with now is who 
killed the child found in the etable?’’ The 
accused replied: “ Myself. There was no 
earthly Christian there but myself.” On 
March 25rd last she was charged with the 
murder of the child found in the stable. On 
being cautioned, accused said; “I have 
nothing to say.” 

THE EXAMINATION OF THE REMAINS. 

Professor A. KE. Moore, Professor of 
Pathology at University College, Cork, de- 
posed to having received an incomplete 
skeleton of a child. He could not say 
whether it was born dead or alive. : 

Dr. O'Sullivan, South Mall, Cork, stated 
that on March 2nd last he went to Inniscarra, 
where he was given a sack containing the 
body of a male child. He found a piece of 
bootlace. tied tightly around the neck 
of the child. Its lower jaw was frac- 
tured and a shoulder blade was broken. 
On further examination he had established 
that the child had been born alive, and that 
it had been at Jeast three days old before it 
died. Death was due to strangulation. 

Dr. Crowley, Ballincollig, corroborated the 


evidence of the last witness, 

Denis Cronin, the father of the accused, 
said that his daughter was twenty-eight 
years of age. In February last of this year 
he asked her if her baby had been born dead 
or alive, and she told him that it had been 
born dead. She did not tell him what she 
had done with the baby. 

Jn 1% S to Mr. Kavanagh, the witness 
said that he had not seen or heard an infant 
in the house either in 1927 or in the month 
of December, 1928. 

ACCUSED WOMAN GIVES EVIDENCE. 

Nora Cronin, the accused, in her evidence, 
stated that in April of 1927 she gave birth 
to a child. It was born dead. o one but 
her mother knew of its death. She buried 
the body at the bottom of the garden. In 
the last week of November, 1928, she gave 
birth to a second child. The child did not 
cry, and she saw no movement in it. It 
was born dead. She buried it in the donkey 
shed, She denied that she had tied anything 
around the infant’s neck. When she was 
arrested Inspector O'Sullivan came to her and 
asked her questions. He said: “What we 
are concerned with now is who killed the 
child that was found in the stable.’’ She 
replied: ‘‘There was no earthly Christian 
there but myself.’ That was her complete 
answer. 

In further reply to Mr. Kavanagh, the 
witness said that there was no truth in the 
allegation that she had murdered her child. 

Dr. Francis W. Doyle, who is attached to 
the staff of the Coombe Hospital, Dublin, 
said that the water test was hot conclusive 
in the case of a body Which had been in 
the process of decomposition for such a 
period as three months. He described another 
and more efficient test which would have 
definitely and conclusively established whether 
the child was born dead or alive. i 
A DISAGREEMENT ON MAIN CHARGE, 

After considering for over an hour, the 
jury disagreed on the first count (of murder), 
fut returned a verdict of “guilty” on the 
second count (concealment of birth). 

The foreman said that there was no hope 
of agreement. 

The jury were then discharged, and the 
prisoner was put back.

GREAT RECORD OF WORK 


DONE. 


OVER 23,000 PEOPLE 
TREATED LAST YEAR. ;

The annual meeting of the Governors and 
friends of the Meath Hospital, Dublin, was 
held yesterday afternoon, Lord Ardee pre- 


siding. 
THE ANNUAL REPORT. 

‘Thy report (read by Mr. Robert Dow, 
Secretary) stated that in order to keep the 
expenditure within the’ income some very 
necessary painting and renovating work had 
been postponed. The bank overdraft had 
been considerably reduced by the strictest 
economy being exercised and by the placing 
f various sums received to revenue account. 

he overdraft on the dist of last. March was 
£3,700 6s. 7d. as against £4,744 28. Od. in 
March, 1928. The total expenditure for the 
year was £15,182 9s. ód., compared with 
£14,300 6s. id. for the ‘previous year, the 
increase being mainly due to the rebuilding 
of portion of the main gate lodge, improve- 
ments in the X-Ray department, and to the 
gery an up-to-date operating table. 

e total income was £15, 12s. 7d. as 
against £14,627 19s. 3d. the previous year. 

Durin the year, 1,613 patients were 
admitted, making a total of 1,735. Of these 
1,503 were discharged cured or relieved, 108 
died, and 124 remained in hospital on the 
dist of last March. The average daily 
number of beds occupied was 114.22, and the 
mortality was 6.18 per vent. There were 
5,452 accident cases treated as out-patients 
and the dispensary cases numbered 16,487. 
There was, therefore, a grand total of 23,67 

ersons who received medical or surgical 
reatment during the year. During the year 
841 | ó were sent from the hospital to 
the Bray Convalescent Home, Bray. 

Mr. Alfred Lane-Joynt. and Dr. Cecil 
Robinson were cordially thanked for the time 
they devoted to the tin foil department, 
which enabled them to hand £150 to the 
hospital last year. (Applause.) 

HE VALUE OF AMALGAMATION. 

Mr. W. 8. Collis, moving the adoption of 
the report, said that it was a magnificent 
record of work done and of economical 
management. Last year the daily average 
of beds occupied was 114.22, which was the 
highest on record. (Hear, hear.) During the 
coming year they would have to carry out 
long-standing repairs, and they would call on 
their supporters to help them. The one great 
blot on their hospital was that it was not 
large enough. No-emergency case was ever 
sent away, and though every bed in the 
hospital was occupied any case that came to 
the door was first examined and, if it were 
urgent, it was taken in. They should keep 
abreast of the times, and the X-Ray depart- 
ment needed enlarging. The extern depart- 
ment, too, required to be enlarged. They 
were, therefore, faced with an expenditure of 
£10,000, and he trusted that some of their 
wealthy citizens would come forward and 
start the fund. (Hear, hear.) 

Keferring to the question of the amalgama- 
tion of hospitals, he said that he still believed 
that amalgamation would be a benefit to the 
sick, to the teaching of medical students, and 
to economy in the working of the hospital. 
They could not have an amalgamation a oe 
unless a million of money was provided to 
build the necessary hospital. He believed 
still that that money could be obtained from 
the Rockefeller Institute if their two Univer- 
sities and the several hospitals concerned met 
together and devised a scheme which would 
benefit all, ‘There was no agreement between 
these several bodies, and, accordingly, the 
Rockefeller Institute would not contribute to 
the scheme. He could not believe that such 
an ugreement was impossible where the good 
of the community was at stake. 

Dr. Stokes seconded, and emphasised the 
need for more spave. They had now reached 
a crisis, and should either go on or cut 
down their work. 

The report was adopted. 

THE GOVERNORS’ THANKS. 

On the motion of Dr, Robinson, the thanks 
of the Governors were passed to the Dublin 
County Council, the Dublin Borough Com- 
missioners, the Dublin Hospital Sunday Fund, 
and to all friends who had contributed to 
the support and efficiency of the hospital. 

Sir 5b Moore, who seconded, said that 
the Dublin County Council had doubled the 
subscription. . The Dublin Commissioners 
might help them a little more, because, as 
the hospital was situated in a very poor part 
of Dublin, many of their patients were from 
these parts, and could not pay for their 
treatment. He desired to thank the Linen 
Guild for the magnificent work that they 
were doing for the hospital. (Applause.) 

A resolution commending the claims o 
the hospital to more generous support was 
adopted on the motion of Mr. C. G. Warner, 
seconded by Mr. G. N. Jacob; and a 
motion thanking the medical and surgical 
staffs, the Matron, the nurses, and all those 
who served the hospital was also adopted. 
“The Chairman congratulated the Governors 
on the magnificent vear's work which the 
hospital had performed. He wished the Meath 
Hospital every good luck, and hoped that 
it might succeed in getting the necessary 
money to establish the building fund, so that 
it would extend its good work. (Applause.)

SALE OF SWEETS | 


[INJUNCTION AGAINST TRADER 
MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

Mr (Ó. & Campbell. (instructed by Messrs. 
Leopold and pore applied on behalf of 
Messrs. Needlers, Ltd., Bournemouth street, 
Hull, England, chocolate makers and manu- 
facturing confectioners, for an injunction to 
restrain Mrs. Quinn, Shelbourne Stores, 16 
Brighton terrace, Ringsend road, Dublin, 
from selling or ‘‘ passing off’’ to customers 
chocolates, sweets and confectionery manufac- 
tured by other firms as their manufacture, 
and from storing the articles of other firms 
in receptacles supplied to the defendant by 
the plaintiffs for the use of their goods. 
Counsel pointed out that the plaintiffs were 
a firm with a great reputation for chocolates 
and sweets, and on May 29th the defendant, 
when asked for Needlers’ sweets, gave another 
class of article to the fg meme Investigation 
revealed that she had been keeping supplies 
of sweets from other traders in receptacles 
which had been supplied to her by the plain. 
tiffs for the use of their manufactures. The 
defendant had now accepted good advice, and 
was prepared to apologise for her conduct, 
und to undertake not to commit in future 
any of the acts of which Messrs. Needlers 
complained. 

Mr. P. J. Murnane (instructed by Messrs. 
Gerald Byrne and Co.), for the defendant, 
agreed to an order for an injunction against 
his client in the terms stated by Mr. Camp- 
bell, and admitted that she had been treated 
very fairly by the plaintiffs, whose generosity 
she appreciated. i 

Mr. Justice Meredith, in granting the 
order sought, remarked that the case would 
have been a very serious one for the defendant 
but for the action of the plaintiffs, and it 
was well for her to have done the right 
thing in coming to peace with her adversary.

FATHER’S APPEAL, 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
SULLIVAN AND MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

In the case, the Attorney-General v. 
Richard Nugent, an application was made on 
behalf of the defendant for leave to appeal 
from his conviction and the sentence passed 
upon him by Circuit Court. Judge Sealy, 
sitting at Carlow on the 30th of. April last. 
He was convicted on the charges of assault- 
ing his son, and of having failed to carry 
out an undertaking not to interfere with or 
molest any member of his family again dur- 
ing his life. He was sentenced to tweive 
months’ imprisonment in the first instance, 
and to a further twelve months’ imprison- 
ment on his failure to find two suréties, at 
the expiration of the first twelve months’ im- 
prisonment, in £50 each, and himself in £50, 
to be of good behaviour for the rest of his 
life. 

The proceedings arose, it appeared, out of 
a family dispute between the parties, who 
resided at Barnahask, County Carlow, in 
connection with the defendant having 
given his farm to his son John. The 
defendant had _ pleaded guilty to the 
charge of seriously assaulting his son by 
stabbing him on the arm and fingers with a 
sharp instrument. 

Mr. James J. Walsh (instructed by Mr. 
Hugh O’Donnell), who made the application 
on behalf of the defendant, stated that the 
grounds of the appeal were that the order 
made by the Circuit Judge on the Ath of 
April was bad, inasmuch as it was based 
upon a previous order made on the Zlst 
November, 1928, when the defendant pleaded 
guilty to a charge of doing grievous bodily 
arm, and on which he was sentenced and 
ordered to be of good behaviour during his 
life, and when the Circuit Judge imposed 
the sentence mentioned. and directed him to 
enter into certain specified recognisances not 
to speak to or molest any member oí his 
family, with the alternative of a further 
twelve months’ imprisonment. 

Counsel submitted that there was no juris- 
diction to make such an order, purporting to 
be made under the Prohibition of Offenders 
Act, 1907, in which the specified term and 
the Ná 9773 was not to exceed three 
years. The other ground was that the ordér 
of the learned Circuit Judge, made on the 
óOth April, 1929, was void and jllegal, in 
that he had no jurisdiction to make any 
such order. Counsel submitted that he could 
not travel outside the period between the 
Sth and the 12th of ‘April, 1929, and that 
there was no evidence to support the con- 
tention that the recognisances had not been 
carried out within that period. 

Mr. Finlay (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), for the Attorney-General, con- 
tended that, even if the order in the case 
was wrong, this Court had jurisdiction under 
Section 34 of the Courts of Justice Act, 1924, 
and Section 5 of the Act of 1928 tó make 
such amendment or alteration in the order 
as would meet the justice of the case. 

The Court affirmed the sentence of the 
Circuit Court, but -varied the terms of the 
recognisances specified, the defendant, after 
the expiration of the first twelve months’ 
imprisonment, to enter into recognisances 
himself for £50 alone,

A FILM OF THE WEEK. 


“THE DONOVAN AFFAIR” AT 


THE CAPITOL THEATRE. 

There is a full-blooded atmosphere of melo- 
drama, with iis murder and «mystery, in the 
“ all-talkie” film, “ The Donovan Affair,’’ at 
the Capitol ‘Theatre this week. Here are in 
abundance all the ingredients that make up 
the successful modern detective story. A 
blackmailer, who has been baitening on the 
wife of his friend, is murdered in the: most 
mysterious manner at a dinner table, virtually 
in view of the audience, and the unravelling 
of the crime involves one in a bewildering 
maze of clues before the affair is solved. 

Of the three or four talking productions so 
far exhibited ir Dublin, this is the most 
interesting and suecessfui. The diglogue is 
well spoken, and the- audience are kept in 
full knowledge oi the story at its every stage. 
The book is clever in parts, and some of the 
exchanges between the detective inspector and 
the leading players are very clever. There is 
skilled fencing,of the cut and thrust order, which 
is at times quite delightful: But there are 
other passages which made one regret the 
sentence at the foot of the Censor’s licence— 
“ Sound tiot censored.” 

The atmosphere of murder and mystery is 
well maintained, but there are humorous 
interludes skilfully introduced. such as the 
talkative lady who muet tell everybody of 
her twins. Fred Kelsey gets a lot of comedy 
into his work as the assistant to the inspector. 
The latter part is taken by Jack Holt, who 
gives one rather original ideas of detective 
work, Team work is a strong feature of the 
film, which will be appreciated by those who 
see it. 

On the stage there is a pleasant presenta- 
tion, the chief item of: which is Mr. C. 
Harvey 's solo violin playing. His rendering 
of the Chopin Nocturne in E flat is very 
artistic.

There was no popular 
demand for the measure; its passage 
would have involved a mass of complica- 
tions, and of the points that it raised the 
majority the members were 


ignorant. Jt is dificult to know what else 
Parliament could have done: within its 
own sphere it had acted for the best. The 
issue, magnified by what had happened, 
recoiled upon the Church. 

The public utterances of the Bishop of 
Birmingham and of extreme members of 
the Federation of Catholic Priests have 
outlined the opposite limits of the con- 
troversy. Such conflicts as those between 
the Bishop of London and the Rector of 
St. Ethelburga’s, Bishopsgate, have 
strengthened the conviction that all is not 
well with the government of the Church, 
and the word “ Disestablishment”’ to-day 
is more than a mere whisper. When 
Parliament rejected the Prayer-book a cry 
was raised by the Anglo-Oatholics that the 
only honest course left to the bishops was 
a demand for disestablishment. At the 
time such action would have played into 
Anglo-Catholic hands, and the whole posi- 
tion of the Church of England would have 
been jeopardised, To-day the situation is 
different, and time, in some measure, has 
clarified the issue. So responsible an 
authority as the Bishop of Durham 
states the problem very clearly.

Discontents in Alsace. 

The acquittal of Dr. Roos at Besangon 
will give satisfaction to all friends of 
France; for it vindicates the Alsatian 
leader's honour, and goes far to relieve 
the autonomist cause of the stigma of 
disloyalty to the unity of the Republic. 
On the other hand, there are signs that 
the dispute between the province and the 
Republic has come no farther towards 
pacification. The trial has been made the 
centre of an inflamed quarrel between the 
extremists on both sides, It will be 
remembered that Dr. Roos was one of a 
group of twenty-one Alsatians who were 
charged last year with conspiracy with 
Germany to bring about the separation 
of Alsace from France, and that Dr, Roos, 
with five others, evaded trial by escape 
across the Rhine. The French courts 
passed drastic sentences on the fugitives 
in. absentia, but Dr. Roos returned, 
surrendered his person, and demanded a 
fresh trial. A fortnight ago the new trial 
opened. It was held in Besancon in order 
that the jury should be free from the 
partisanship that might be expected in 
Alsace. Last Saturday the jury returned 
a unanimous verdict. Dr. Roos had been 
found not guilty. On all scores he was 


vindicated; for to every one of the 
accusations which the President of the 


Court read out the answer returned was 
“No.” Unhappily, influential sections of 
the French Press have embittered the 
moment of reconciliation. It has been 
suggested thaf the court at Besancon took 
an excessively lenient view of the evidence, 
being swayed by. the anxiety to de- 
monstrate the tenderness of France 
towards her recovered territory. On the 
cther hand, Alsatian extremists manifested 
discontent. In court Dr. Roos declared 
on oath that he never had cherished 
‘‘the abominable intention of separating 
Alsace from France.” His defence 
was that he had sought for Alsace no 
more than Home Rule, and this modera- 
tion seems to have offended many of his 
associates. When he left the court some 
Alsatians cried “ Vive la France!” Dr. 
Roos, bowever, declined to carry his con- 
ciliatory tactics to the point of joining in 
the cry. His silence may have been 
intended to signify no more than his 
refusal to accept his acquittal as a settle- 
ment of Alsatian claims, but it was 
interpreted otherwise by many patriotic 
Frenchmen, So violent was the temper 
of the crowd that the police considered 
it wise to take Dr, Roos under their pro- 
tection. Thus neither side appears to be 
content, and there is reason to fear the

Hellenic Studies. 


Yesterday the Hellenic Society celebrated 
its jubilee, and The Times has found the 
event not unworthy of a first leading 
article. It interests Ireland, too; for the 
Society owes its birth to the day when good 
fortune took Dr.. George A. Macmillan, 
‘‘with Mahaffy, of Dublin,’’ to Greece 
for the first time. Dr. Macmillan and 
that other veteran of the classics, Dr. 
Sayce, to whom he then broached his 
project, survive to rejoice in its 
prosperous fulfilment over a period of 
half a century. Through its Journal and 
through the team-work of scores of dis- 
tinguished members the Society has done 
noble service to the cause of Hellenic 
studies. It came into being at an 
auspicious moment. In 1879, as The 
Times says, “the era of scholarly travel 
in Greek lands was definitely passing into 
that of scientifi® archeology.’’ The 
Society gave impulse and direction to 
this new spirit of research, and such later 
institutions as the British Schools at 
Athens anc Rome, the Classical Associa- 
tion and the Roman Society owe much to 
its help. Furthermore, it has introduced 
method into classical research, and not 
only has united the Hellenists of these 
islands, but has brought them into fruitful 
contact with those of other countries. For 
fifty years the Society has explored the 
material relics of Hellenism, and in the 
process has opened fields of study and 
speculation that were previously unknown. 
Thus it deserves the high compliment of 
The Times that it '' has contributed 
yreatly to one of the chief triumphs of 
the age—the rewriting of history.” 
Largely through the labours of such bodies 
as the Hellenic Society the world has been 
persuaded at last that the humanities 
constitute an essential aspect of science. 
During recent years Greek studies, in the 
old and strict sense, have declined: They 


| are no longer compulsory in public schools 


and universities, but we may believe now 
that the doom which many learned pessi- 
mists had foreseen has been averted. 
The position of the new Hellenism, 
which illunfinates the origins of modern 
Europe, is secure.

Machines and Men. 


A few years ago the only solution of 
the language difficulty at international 
conférehces seemed to be thé adoption 


of an international language—whether an 


existing language, such ' as“ English or 
French, or an invented language, such 
as Esperanto. Now science has come to 
the. aid of those over-patriotic; over-busy 
| or over-lazy persons for whom - two 
languages are, too much. At Geneva last 
week, during the sittings of the Inter- 
national Labour Conference, 
from fifty countries, listening to speeches 
of a general character, were able. to make 
a choice between the language of: the 
orator and five different simultaneous 
translations. The Conference hall was 
equipped with more than five hundred 
pairs of earphones,. fed _ electrically 
through six and a half miles of wire, 
having 7,300 connections. Five trans- 
lators, sitting at the speakers feet, 
manipulated microphones which were 
placed in rubber-lined cylinders. These 
devices enabled every member of the 
audience to hear the speech in any one 
of six languages, without the slightest 
disturbance of any other member. We 
are invited. to applaud this feat of 
science apart from any thought of the 
speech’s value—which, after all, ought 
to be the main consideration. The 
mechanists of Geneva are experimenting 
also with a contrivance which is designed 
to abolish the use of shorthand, Last 
week a number of speeches was recorded 
ou wax cylinders by a form of phono- 
graph, and, if examination shows that 
the results are good, such cylinders will 
be employed at future conferences. So 
science continues to take its toll of 
human victims. Its triumphs will find 
few admirers among the orchestras of 
picture-houses or the shorthand-writers at

The financial turn-over of Setorastinua! 
payments between the United States and 
foreign countries reached the stupendous 
total of twenty-two thousand million 
dollars in 1928, according to the annual 
report of the Department of Commerce, 
which was made public yesterday. Five 
thousand millions of this amount repre- 
sented the value of American commodities 


i The report shows a balance of $73,000,000 
in favour of this country in connection 
with commodity exports and miscellaneous 
invisible items, including interest on 
private investments, war debt receipts, 
and tourist expenditures, as compared with 
a balance of $588,000,000 in 1927. 
The past year was remarkable for the 
new “records ” set by tourist expendi- 
tures, net gold exports, the yield from 
American investments abroad, and 
probably by the net outflow of private 
capital. 
The Department of Commerce is at some 
pains to lay emphasis on the net expendi- 
tures of American tourists abroad, which 
are estimated at $525,000,000—over two 
and a half times. the amount received 
by the United States in war debt pay- 
ments from her former Allies. 
The political and international implica- 
tions of this claim by the Department of 
Commerce havo not passed unnoticed by 
foreign diplomatic circles here.

Hunters’ in South-West -Africa have 
abandoned their quest for wild game and 
are now hunting the ostrich, not for their 
meat, feathers, or skins, which are now 
practically valueless, but for the contents 
Of their gizzards. : 
' This, it is stated, follows the discovery 
of a fortune in diamonds in the gizzards of 
two: ostriches. 

One of the birds possessed fifty-three 
pure white stones, and the other seventeen. 
Whence did these diamonds come? 
From investigations it is assumed that the 
ostriches. not long ago roamed the veld 
which is now the Government Alluvial 
Fields in Namaqualand,- and, with the 
advent of diggers they were frightened 
away across the Orange River into the 
deserts ‘of Sonth-West-Africa. Tt is now 
an open ‘secret that in the. vicinity of 
Alexander Bay there. were priceless 
diamonds on the surface of the veld, and, 
obeying their natural instinct, + it. is 
believed the ostriches picked up the 
brightest stones, which in many cases were

thern Ireland since the election took place 


for half the membership was held yesterday, ; 
when eight of the twelve newly-elected mem- | 


bers were sworn. ‘They: ineluded two of the 
three Nationalist members who, for the first 
time, have been elected members of the 
Senate—Messrs. T. J. Campbell, K.C., and 
T. 8. McAllister. 


STANDING ORDERS. 

At the sitting of the Senate Viscount 
Charlemont, Leader of the House, moved the 
suspension of standing orders for the purpose 
of taking the second reading of the Local 
Government (rating and Finance) Bill, the 
School Teachers (Oath and Declaration) Bill, 
the Street Trading (Regulation) Bill, the 
Ministry of Home Affairs’ Provisional Order 
Confirn:ation (Carrickfergus Water) Bill, and 
= second reading of the Noxious Weeds 

ill. 

Mr. McAllister (Nationalist) opposed the 
motion, which, he declared, created a pre- 
cedent. As a private member he protested 
against the rights of private members being 
curtailed. Private members should have an 
opportunity of investigating and examining 
the legislation that they are asked to vote 
upon. He could understand the suspension 
of standing orders in the British Parliament, 
where they had to deal with a considerable 
amount of business, dealing with huge indus- 
trial areas, and the affairs of a great Empire. 
No such conditions existed in the Northern 
Senate, and he objected to the right of 
another assembly, the Northern House of 
Commons, to say when they were to have 
completed any matter. 

Mr. T. J. Campbell, K.C. (Nationalist), 
joined in the protest. He said that they 
were asked to pass four separate measures, 
one of which, the De-Rating Bill, was of first 
class importance. As a matter of fair play 
to new members a little more time should be 
given for the consideration of a bill of such 
great importance to the general public. 


NEW MEMBERS CONGRATULATED. 

Mr. Leslie (Unionist) congratulated the two 
new members upon their maiden speeches in 
the House. He had frequently expressed the 
view that a longer time should be given be- 
tween the different stages of bille. The pre 
sent bills, however, did not originate in the 
Senate, but in the House of Commons, and 
members generally were familiar with them. 

Mr. Dorman also joined in the protest 
against the guspension of standing orders, but 
on a division the motion was carried by ló 
votes to three. - 

STREET TRADING BILL. 

Moving the second reading of the Street 
Trading (Regulation) Bill, Viscount Charlémont 
said that under the measure it was proposed 
to give powers to local authorities to cope 
with the practice which has long been a 
source of inconvenience, particularly in market 
towns, and had in recent years increased to a 
serious extent. He referred to the use of the 
streets of provincial towns by itinerant 
traders from Beliast and other elects for the 
erection of stalls from which they sold their 

on market days. They did not wish 
to interfere in any way with the means ol 
livelihood of these traders; all that they 
wanted to do was to regulate this trading in 
as fair a manner as porsible go that it would 
not be a nuisance or a source of incon- 
venience to others. 

The bill was not intended to apply to a 
farmer selling his farm produce, and in order 
thet this might be made quite clear he pro- 
posed to bring in an amendment on the Com- 
mittee stage specifically exempting this type 
of trading. | 


TRIBUTE TO MAGISTRATES. 
' Mr. Leslie contended that, the magistrates 
sbonid hear all appeals from the local’ 
authorities in cases where street trading 
Jicenres were not granted. 

Mr. M‘Allister supported this contention. 
“T know of no fairer or better tribunal, or 
one which displays more commonsense than 
the bench of a mg magistrates in the 
County Antrim. where I practise as a solicitor, 
declared Mr. M-Allster 

Viscount Charlemont: said that appeals 
would be heard by resident magistrates, who 
were more disinterested. © Very often local 
magistrates were shopkeepers, and naturally 
opnosed to street trading. 

The bill was read a second time. 


THE DE-RATING BILL. 

On the second reading of the De-rating 
(Local Government Kating and Finance) Bill, 

Mr. Campbell, K.C., welcomed the bill. It 
gave some relief to the struggling farmers, 
and it must not be forgotten that the pros 
perity of Northern Ireland depended largely 
upon the aged of the agricultural com- 
munity. ‘The bill, he thought, embodied a 
principle which might be more generally ap- 


ied. 
: Mr. McAllister said that he felt that the 
bill might benefit large farmers, but would 
not be of much advantage to small farmers. 
It might lead to increased road transport 
charges, upon which the small farmers were 
so dependent. More benefit would have 
been reaped by farmers from fixed prices for 


their produce. 


THE CASE OF A LINEN MILL. 

Mr. Dorman said that one of the large 
Yinen mills in Belfast had a valuation of 
£5,952. If 75 per cent. of this sum were 
de-rated it would be £4,471, or at 10s. in 
the £ rates, the firm would save per annum 
£2,235. If this sum was passed on to the 
shareholders it would not be anv advantage 
in meeting the unemployed problem, while 
if spread over the workers it would only 
amount to ls. per week to the wages of 
those employed in the establishment. The 
game thing would apply to the shipbuilding 
industry. ; 

Mr. ‘Son Cunningham said that they were 
going to tax luxuries in order to assist 
straggling industries, which were suffering 
from severe foreign ne pm The ship-

M. Pollock) emphasised that the bill was 
designed to assist productive industry. The 
de-rating. system would be most important 
for assisting the shipbuilding industry, which 
at one time was seriously threatened by 
foreign competition.

PRUDENTIAL. HEALTH 
INSURANCE MERTING. 


SOCIETY’S INVESTMENTS. 

Mr. R. J. Meller presided at the annual 
meeting of the Prudential Health Insurance 
Society held at 104 Grafton street, Dublin, 
last night. a. 

The report, which was read by Mr. R. 
Henderson, Secretary, stated that the num- 
ber of new entrants admitted during the year 
was 3,050. representing 1,650 men and 1,400 
women. The Prolongation of Insurance Act 
terminated at 3lst December, 1927, and on 
January ist, 1928, there was removed from 
the registers of the Society a total number 
6f 2,803 members, whose insurances had heen 
kept in force over @ lengthy period. The 
benefits paid during the year amounted to 
£61 .296 6s. 9d., and they were distributed 
under different heads. A pertinent feature 
was that women availed of the benefits more 
than the men members. 

The investments of the Society wete com- 
prised of sums invested in Irish trustee 
securities to the value of £36.000, in Govern- 
ment Stock £4,000, and of sums in the 
Nationa! Health Insurance Fand. 

The Chairman, reviewing the year's work, 
said they all hoped for an increased de- 
velopment of commerce and industry in the 
country, and that there would be many mure 
opportunities for work.

‘The fuberal . car 
was precéded by the General's flag. and 
followed by Mrs. Booth and members of the 
family, aud by General Higgins and other 
high officers.

OBJECTION LODGED 
AT AUDIT. 


LABOURERS’ COTTAGES 
IN NORTH DUBLIN, 


——— > --- 


Mr. John Healy, Local Government audi- 
tor, atteudéd at No, 1 Cavendish row yes- 
terday to open the audit of the North Dub- 
lin ural District Council's accounts for the 
financial period ended 3lst March, 1929. 
There were in attendance Mr. James P. 
Contry, Clerk; Mr. Robert Moore, Assistant 
Clerk; and Mr. L. J. O'Neill, solicitor, the 
Council’s Law Adviser. 

‘Mr. Eugene Collins (Messrs. Collins and 
Son), who was accompanied by Mr. Maurice 
Walker as counsel, presented a petition on 
behalf of the Blanchardstown and Castje- 
knock Ratepayers’ Association. 

The petition was an objection to . so 
much of the accounts ds relate to the costs 
incurred by the North Dublin Rural! District 
Council in connection with the erection of 
twenty labourers’ cottages at Corduff, Blan- 
chardstown. 

It alleged (1) that the Council were guilty 
of gross negligence and misconduct in not 
attempting to conform to the rules presbribed 
by the Labourers Acts, 1883 to 106, and in 
deliberately ignoring the wishes of labourers 
who had made :epresentations. 

It was also alleged (2) that the Council 
improperly delegated their duties to a com- 
mittee, whose actions they did not ratity, 
and (3) that a member of the Council who 
acted on the Sites Committee was animated 
by partiality in selecting sites at Corduff. 
Finally, the petition urged that ratepayers 
should not be asked to bear the expenses, 
amounting to some £300, that the Supreme 
Court had unanimously found. were impro- 
perly incurred, 

All of these statements were disputed by 
the Law Agent, who pointed out that, under 
a Local Government circular dated Sth Feb- 
ruary, 1907, ‘‘ Councils are not bound to fix 
sites on particular holdings suggested in re- 
presentation forms. The selection of sites 
to be incladed in a scheme rests entirely with 
the District Council.’’ 

The aim of the objectors is that the Coun- 
cil should be. surcharged for the costs in 
curred in connection with this scheme. 

The Auditor reserved his decision. It is 
understood that the matter will be raised 
at to-morrow's meeting of the North Dublin 
Rural District Council.

ST. PATRICK’S MONUMENT. - 
TO.THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMKS. . 
Sing-There is a striking monument to St 
Patrick and his companions in Ireland to-day 
to which none ofthe speakers“at the meetin, 
in the Mansion Howse last Wednesda 
referred; and that is the use of the Latin 
lengpege in the Liturgy of the Roman Church 
i fh : n— Latin geal oe Ming nod 
anguage of a great part o estern rope 
in the fifth nath Pst. Patrick must have 
learned Irish during his six years’ tivity 
in Ireland, but his subsequent education in 
Gaul and elsewhere must have been in Latin. 
Whether it was his mother tongue or not 
depends upon the unsolved question of his 
birthplace. His own name, Patricius, that of 
his father, Calpornius, and that of his grand- 
father, Politus, and his boasting of his Roman 
citizenship, suggest that his native speech 
was Latin. His missionary companions were 
peel all Latin speakers, and ignorant of 
rish when they landed in this country. They 
naturally céntinued to celebrate the Divine 
Offices in Latin, and the culture which they 
introduced into Ireland was the language and 
culture of Latin VChiistianity. 
However this may be, the fact remains that 
they never gave the: Irish cr an frish 
Liturgy or an Irish version of the Scriptures. 
It they had done so, an important step woald 
have been taken up to standardise and 
reserve the Irish language. A “ Patrick's 
ible’’ would have done for the Irish ple 
what Tyndale’s Bible did for the English 
people and Luther's Bible for the Germans. 
The cultural worth of á language may be 
judged by its capacity to express the worship 
of God with reverence and Clgaity The 
Jews to-day will only expresa their public 
worship in their ancient Hebrew tongue. The 
first Eucharist was celebrated by Lord 
in Aramaic. The New Testament was written 
in Greek, and all the most ancient Christian 
Liturgies were in the same language. When 
Christianity spread Westward, the Bible and 
the Liturgy were translated into the 
vernacular Latin, and thereby lost nothing in 
reverence and dignity. hy was not the 
process of translation continued in Ireland’ 
It is to be feared that the reason was that 
St. Patrick and his companions considered 
the Irish language too barbarous to admit of 
such translation. They imposed their Roman 
culture upon the Irish, instead of enriching 
the native Irish culture with a new literature 
in t. sir own tongue—a literature which is 
unique in the world. 
_ There was no principle or doctrine involved 
in giving the Irish the Bible and táturar in 
their own tongue. In the Catholic Church of 
that day every national Church used its own 
language in the worship of God. To-day in 
the Roman Church there are Liturgies in 
Greek, Syriac, Coptic; Armenian, Slavonic. 
Why not in Irish? Here is a good work for 
the Gaelic League. Is the Irish language 
unworthy of so great a trust? Why not take 
a lesson from the Sassenach’ St. Augustine 
had as little respect for English as St. Patrick 
had for Irish; yet nearly a thousand rs 
later the English demanded the Bible and 
Liturgy in their own native tongue; and 
nohody can say that. the English Bible and 
the Book of Common Prayer are inferior in 
dignity and nobility of language to any in 
the worle.—Yours, etc., 
Duprey FLETCHER.

Sin,—In’ your issue of this morning the 
Rev. Moncrieff Cox is reported as having 
said, in his sermon yesterday in the Magdalen 
Church: ‘‘We heard much last week of the 

rsecitions under Elizabeth and Cromwell 
t was unfortunate that the compilers of the 
programme should have forgotten to include 
a lecture upon the persecutions under Mary.’ 
Will the reverend preacher point out what 
persecutions Mary inflicted on the handful 
of Protestants in Ireland? Preferring to begin 
with Elizabeth, asks: “What was the 
cause of the stcrn measures adopted then 
and in subsequent times?’’ He attributes 
it to the Buil of Pius V., 1570. '““ From ail 
this,” he continues, “it is clear that the 
sufferings endured by Roman Catholics were 
not the outcome of bigotry and intolerance, 
as is so often déclared.’’ 

it is all very well to make such a state- 
ment before a Church congregation, but it 
will not be accepted by students of history. 
Garbled history cannot face the light of the 
State Papers which a lecturer om a preacher 
should be acquainted _with..before he 
dogmatises. J would recommend their per- 
usal to Mr. Cox, and I challenge him to con- 
tradict the following. facts :— 

(1) In 1560 the Dublin Parliament imposed 
the Acts of Supremacy and Uniformity on 
‘lrish Catholics. 

(2) In 1560 Bishop Walsh of Meath was 
thrown into prison because he refused to 
accept them for himself or for his Catholic 
flock. He escaped from prison in 1572. 

(5) Archbishop Creagh of Armagh was 
thrown into the Tower of London in 1565, 
and again in 1567. He lingered on in prison 
until his death in 1585. | 

(4) Fr. Wolf, 8.J., Papal Commissary, was 
thrown “nto prison in 1567, where he was 
confined until his escape in 1572. 

The reason for the imprisonment of these 
ecclesiastics was that they held commissions 
to their ecclesiastical offices from the Pope, 
the Head of the Catholic Church, to whom 
the Irish people as a body professed their 
allegiance. All this occurred some years 
before the Bull of Pius V. Will Mr, Cox 
point out by what right, human oy divine, 
Elizabeth claimed, what King George does 
not claim to-day—to impose é religion on 
the Catholics of Ireland and to imprison and 
persecute those Irish bishops and priests 
who preferred their old religion and its peace-

THE QUAIL, 

TO TUE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Simr,—1 am at a loss to know on what 
grounds yout correspondent, G Shannon, can 
suppose that Mr. Peter Carolan, whose 
letter you published last Thursday, is mis- 
taking the corncrake for the quail; for all 
that Mr. Carolan says in his letter is quite 
obviously applicable to the quail, and shows 
the wiiter to be well acquainted with that 
bird and with its once-familiar cry. Mr. 
Carolan, however, need not be afraid that 
quails are yet extinct in Ireland. They are 
at present only visitors in small and very un- 
certain numbers, but I believe that a few 
come every summer. It seems improbable 
that any now stay the winter, though in 
the days when they were plentiful in Ireland 
He tainly did so in considerable numbers, 
and Mr. Carolan is, 
correct in saying that he often put them up 
during that season. 

It is vag. i Hoar gua whether quails 
should now ooked on as decreasing in 
Ireland. ‘They did decrease almost to the 
ae of vanishment; but since then there 
as been at least a partial revival. During 
the “fifties of the last century (to which my 
own' memory does not extend) they were 
notoriously the very commonest of all Irish 
game-birds. During the ‘sixties they greatly 
declined, and during the ‘seventies and 
‘eighties they were commonly regarded as 
quite extinct. Then in 1891 a few made their 
appearance, and the late Mr. Edward Williams 
knew of a nest in County Dublin in that 
year. In 1892 they turned up in several 
counties, and I heard the first quail I had 
ever heard during E coma ramble that 
summer over some heat round in Co 
Wexford. in 1893 there eae & great inrus pri

‘MATHEMATICS. 


OLD LDA CHALLENGED.

The belief held-by many members of Boards 
of School Management that.girls arg not as 
gapable as boys at learning mathematics was 
severely criticised at the annual meeting and 
distribution of prizes in connection ‘with the 
Bertrand School, Dublin, at St. George's 
Patochial Hall yesterday. \~ 

HEAOMISTRESS'S VIEW. 

Tite Headmistress, Miss A. H. Burn; B.A., 
fm her report, stated that in a by no means 
brilliant class they had six passes owt of, nine 
entrants in the subject of mathematics, The 
results challenged ‘the idea that girls cannot 
do mathematics. . 

“The Intermediate Board,” she continued, 
“seems to uphold this. idea by allowing girls 
to substitute arithmetic combined . with 
science, drawing or music for mathematics. I 
should like to see this concession removed ; 
for, whatever the cause of this weakness in 
mathematics, I refuse to acknowledge that 
the average secondary schoolgirl could not 
reach the standard required for a in 
the Intermediate certificate examination.”’ 

THE CHAIRMAN. 

The Rev. J, C€.. Breakey, who presided, 
agreed, and said the idea was that girls are 
not ‘‘cut out” for learning mathematics. 
People believe there is something in the girl's 
make-up that disqualifies her from taking a 
great interest in the subject. Because of that 
alleged deficiency in the girls’ mental equip- 
ment, they have heen allowed to escape from 
some of the mathematical spbjects and take 
up other subjects which are supposed to be 
easy. Now, it seems to me that if girls are 
deficient in the reasoning capacity they should 
he given every possible opportunity to develop 
that capacity which is somewhat in abeyance. 

This should be brought to the notice of the 
authorities, so that they may see the error 
of their ways. Girls would then be en- 
couraged to take as much interest in mathe- 
matics as in any other subject. 

The Rev. H. G. Forde said that. in face 
of the school report of successes, the state. 
ment about girls’ incapacity in mathematics 
was most certainly false. 

THE MOST SUCCESSFUL YEAR. 

The Chairman paid a tribute to the Head- 
mistress, Miss Burn, and the staff for the 
eflicient management of the school, and said 
the year of working had been the most suc- 
cessful in the history of the scnool. The 
result of the examinations had been excellent, 
the health of the girls had been excellent, 
and the good standing of the school had been 
enhanced, Few people recognised the diffi- 
cult tasks undertaken by teachers, for in 
their case they were rsponsible for the mould- 
ing of the minds of the youth, a task requiring 
as first essentials perseverance and faith. 
The Bertrand School had all the qualities 
necessary, and, snoreover, they were sincere 
in their work: The staff emjoyed the full 
confidence of the Board of Governors, and the 
teachers were happy in that thought. 

The annual report, after detailing the suc 
cesses for the year, stated that although the 
number of passes in Irish was low, no girls 
failure was due to her failure in Irish. Two 
caudidates who failed in the examination 
obtained 20 per cent .in Irish, and were thus 
entitled tu transfer excess marks from anothe1 
subject, but had not sufficient marks to 
transfer to raise the Irish to the necessary 
perecntage, and thus failed in the examina 
tion.

Branch of the Royal National Lifeboat 
Institution will be held on Wednesday and 
Thursday next, 26th and 27th inst., when 
it is hoped that the response will exceed tie 
amount collected by the lady helpers and 
others last year, which amounted to upwards 
of £250! We need hardly remind you 
readers of the magnificent work carried on 
by the Institution around the coasts of the 
Irish Free State. The Institution has now 
carried on its noble and humane work for 
upwards of 105 years, and during that 
eriod has rescued nearly ‘62,000 lives. 

wing to the very great developments being 
made in life-saving work by the construction 
of motor lifeboats in large numbers, as well 
as by the adoption of other mechanical de 
vices, the Institution is in need of larger 
funds, and appeals to all patriotic men and 
women for increased support. Nearly 
£30,000 is being spent on new lifeboats for 
the Irish coasts. 

There are now nine motor lifeboats on the 
Irish Free State coasts, in addition to eleven 
sailing and rowing lifeboats, and two motor 
hieboats are approved for early construction. 
The amount spent last year under the head- 
ing of upkeep and. maintenance was about 
£8,500, while the amount collected in Ireland 
was about £5,500. The Irish Free State 
lifeboats were Jaunched on service on 2 
occasions in 1928, and saved 31 lives from 
shipwreck, and two vessels were also saved 
Of the 26 launches, 11 were to Irish vessels 
in distress, and the remainder represented 
many nationalities. The amount paid to 
lifeboat crews and helpers in connection with 
the lifeboat service amounted to £430. The
